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“No Second Term” 


It is nothing new for ‘Congressmen and the general pub- 
lie to discuss the proposal to designate six years as the term 
for the president of the United States, with the incumbent 
being ineligible to succeed himself. ; 

Such a change in the nation’s constitution has been dis- 
cussed for years and years, but its need is greater now than 
ever. 

By custom, a president thinks he must be reelected as a 
token of recognition of his success during the first term. As 
a candidate for reelection he, therefore, is faced with con- 
flicting purposes—that of serving at the same time his coun- 
try, his political party and himself, 

Eligible to be elected only once, a president would be a 
president, not an office seeker; a statesman, not a polticians 
a true servant, not of a faction but of the whole people, free 
to heed the dictates of his own conscience and judgment, and 
ambitious—not to be reelected-—but only to achieve a fair 
and honorable fame. 

A single six-year term would be a blow to the ‘spoils ays 
tem. Appointments would be made on the basis of effic- 
jency, rather than on ability as politicians. The full atten- 
tion of the chief executive and his thousands of appointees 
would be on their jobs, not on votes.
